( 2 ) The Group of Chief Advisors. ('‘Board of Directors") 

YOKOHAMA Yui . His Ufaief function is the direct negotiation of effective 
liaisons with the Chinese Nationalists* In this capacity, he has close connection 
with NSJOTOls and WATANABB Ikujiro'a Formosan operations, and to those of HAIASHI 
Hidesumi, TSUJI M&sanobu, and MATSUUOTO Sh unichi into In do-China. 


(3) The Chief Operative Agencies. 

The KAWAGUCHI Kikan. This group is headed by KAWAGUCHI Tadaatsu, former 
Lt* General, and until the spring of this year was primarily concerned with fund- 
raising operations under overall direction of K0BAYA5HI Shozaburo, It has now taken 
over full responsibility for support of NiMOTO'e Formosan operations fr cm ARISUB, 
and may also supply the logistic support for Indo-China operations of the UGAKL Fed- 
eration* It includes many Navy operatives, particularly those from TSUCHIDA^ 
Committee such as FURUTA Tatsuo and OZAWA Iihachiro, former Commanders* NAKAMITSU 
and TERADA are chief deputies of the group, which centers about the HEXWA Trust B 04 
while FURUTA Tat sue and OIKAWA Michio are now in full charge of mounting operations 
into Formosa to aid REMOTD and WATANABE Ikujiro. 
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
